NEW RATES OF PAY. 


The news of increased rates of pay 
for men of the army has caused no 
small amount of interest and we are 
now able to publish the following 
lengthy telegram received from the 
War Office. i . 

THE ARMIES OF OCCUPATION. 
(Explanatory Note by the Secretary 
of State for War.) ~ 
1.—On the Nth November, wher 
the Armistice was signed, there were 


| about 3,500,000 Imperial British ‘off. 


cers and soldiers on the pay and 


ration strength of the British Army. 


Daring the two months that have 
passed since then.rather more than 
three-quarters of « utillion have been 
demobilized or discharged. The rys- 
tem . of demobilization which Las 
been adopted aims at reviving ‘ra- 
tional industry by bringing the men 
home in‘ the order of urgency so 
cording to trades.. There is no 
doubt that this is the wisest course, 
and it will continue to be followed 
in the large majority of cases, The 
time has now come, however, when 
military needs must bé.considered ay 
well ag industrial needs. 
2.—Unless we are to be defrandd 
of the fruits of victory and, with. 
out considering our Allies, to throw 
away all that we have won with so 
much cost and trouble, we must-pro- 
vide for & good many months to 
come armies’ of eceupation ‘for the 
enemy's territory, These armies 
mist be strong enough to exact. from 
the Germans, Tarks and others the 
jost terms which the Allies demand ; 
and we must bear our share with 
France, America and Italy in provid- 
ing them. The better trained and 
disciplined these armies are, the 
fewer men will be needed to do 
the job. We have, therefore, to 
create, in order to wind up the war 
satisfactorily, s.atrong, compact, 
contented,’ well-disciplined irmy 
which will maintain the high reputa- 
tion of the British service and make 
sare we are not tricked of what we 
have rightfully won.

THE LABOUR CONFERENCE. 


-—_—— 


As far as can be seen there seems to be no immediate solution 
of the Labour problem at Home. In the absence of further news, 
good or bad, we take it that there is noimprovement in the situation. 
The most lamentable feature of the whole affair is the utter lack of 
any hitherto recognised authority. The Government is powerless, 
and the Trade Unions, who up till now have always guided the 
destinies of Labour, are in the same unfortunate positions. It is 

. there that the danger lies. There is, however, onc little ray of hope. 
The other day there was a meeting of the International Labour 
Conference at Berne, a meeting which is just. as important as the 
bigger conference which is sitting at Paris, and which the world 
looks to as the only means of solving the present serious problems 
of Labour. The demands of the workers are no longer a local or 
even national affair it-is no longer a question of workers asking for 
bigger wages, but a question of demanding a new status in the life 
of the nation, and the present unrest throughout Europe is 4 real 
effort in this direction. . And there can be no shadow of doubt as to 
the result. . oo, a 

Labour will not go beck to the old conditions, so that the 

_ only way out of the difficulty-is to build up e new social system, 
in which the old tenets of class distinction will toa great extent 
disappzar, and which shall give to the workman the place he 


deserves as avery necessary and important -part in the national, ; 


“machine. And this must be done at once if.we wisk to avoid futher 
_unrest. This is the transition period from the old order to the 
new, a pariod in which Labour troubles were inevitable. It seems 
“that the authorities at home are unable to ‘cop? with it, and it is 
’ here that we must look to the International Labour Conference to 
find a way out. It is a big task that the delegates have in front of 
them, for it means the virtual remodelling of all the’ principles 
which have held good for centuries, and the establishment of Lebour 
in a new and higher sphere of the social system. : : 

It is not an impossible task if the Conference goes about it in 
the right spirit, and suraly the only men who are in a postion to 
understand the magnitude of the undertaking are those who have

“Aless full, but it is rather difficult 


to understand why he should 
decline to take a seat om a com- 
mittee which is to deal with so 
important a question. His advice 
and experience would be of such 
a valuable character, in such a 
matter,” as ‘to render his 
assistance almost indispensible. 
The only explanation for the 
refusal that occurs to us is that 
the Hon. Mr. Chatham, in his 
capacity as aGovernment servant, 
does not care to take part im the 
matter, but we do not think this 
objection is sufficiently weighty 
to justify the witholding of his 
valuable help from the Committee. 


THE SERVANT PROBLEM. 

One hears a great deal.these 
days of the housing problem and 
the discomfort which is being 
caused to a large majority of 
Europeans in consequence of the 
dearth of suitable dwellings, but 
there is also another local question 
which urgently needs going into 
namely, the servant problem.

have grown worse and worse. 
Their isolence ‘is collosal, their 
theivery barefaced and their 
laziness extreme. In spite of the 
fact that they are receiving 
far better pay than they 
ever did before, they “sqeeze” 
more brazenly and work less, 
and if reprimanded show a cheeky 
independence. An advertisement

The next move Was made at 
Peking on Saturday, when Mr, 
Obata visited the Waichiaopu 
and inopportunely insisted upon 
seeing the Foreign Minister, to 
whom he explained that ‘the 
attitude of the Chinese Delegation 
at Paris must be altered, that 
China should give an undertaking 
that the secret Sino-Japanese 
Agreements will not be published 
or disclosed at the European Con- 
ference; and that the Chinese 
Delegates work in tha closest 
harmony with the Japanese De- 
legates in all matters brought 
berore the European Conference, 

Mr. Obata added that Great 
‘Britain was so disturbed by strikes 
land internal troubles that no 
definite political or financial 
asssistance could be expected 
from that -quarter, and failing to 
receive such assurances Japan 
would immedistely exercise an 
effective financial pressure upon 
China, who was now in a position 
to choose between retaining the 
friendship of Japan or- meeting 
the latter’s opposition. . 

Furthermore, if China did not 
agtee to regard the Sino-Japanese 
Agreements as secret, Japan 
would forestall China by publish- 
ing the,Shantuog Railway Agree- 
ment of Sept. 24 (containing the 
proviso that the railway was to 
be run_on joint lines, which any 
Peace Conference after the war 
weyld not affect. This agreement 
wapwigned at Tokio by order of 
Tsao Yu-lin, but was never ratifi- 
ed by the Chinese Government). 

pimultaneously with the 
Japanese action at Tokio and 
Peking, Tsao Yu-lin and Tuan 
Chi-jui brought pressure to bear: 
in Presidential quarters with a 
view to the adoption of* the 
Japanese point of view. 

The Government is thus assail- 
ed within and without, but it is 
not expected that this gigantic 
bluff will intimidate the Govern- 
ment to the extent of entailing 
the desired prejudice of China’s 
cause at the Peace Conference. 

* The military party at Peking is 

obviously in a bad way. It sees 
the “writing on the wall,” and 
realises that its best chance is to 
stick to its Japanese masters. In 
this respect it is more subtle than 
the Japanese militarists, who 
refuse to read the signs of the 
times, although they ..are painted 
in glaring colours: -Indeed, if the 
matter was not ‘so serious it 
would be merely ludicrous. 

The effort regarding the situa- 
tion in England is considered as 
specially humovous. Bat that 
Japan, to whom tha hand of 
friendship has been effusively 
and demonstratively thrust 
forward by the Great Powers, at 
this momentous epoch in the 
history of the world should stoop 
to articfices worthy only of the 
Dark Ages and adopt an attitude 
of challenging alike the letter 
and spirit of the League of 
Nations affords abundant materi- 
al for astonishment and genuine 
regret. ‘ 

If Japan thought that such 
tactics would not be revealed to 
the world she is sadly lacking in 
diplomatic peyspicacity; or that 
by being revealed they would not 
seriously. affect. her standing 
among the nations, then she is 
woefully wanting in judgment. 
_/That Mr, Obata was chosen as 
the instrument of the militarists 
of Japan to “put the screw on,"’ 
China is quite in accordance with 
expectations when his appoint- 
ment was announced, but if the 
Japanese Government had not 
beenjshackled by a military des- 
potism’ his appointment would 
never have been made,
